The fame fuccefle 
had Candifb in his laft Paflage towards 
the Streights.

Atthe Tryangle Iflands I imbarked

Leagues off from whence, I direéted 
chem for the River ofS urniama,the beft 
part of allchact Tra& of land between 
the river Amazones and Orrensque | 
there gave them order to trim their 
-Boates and Barges; and by the Indians 
ofthat placeto underftand the ftate of 
the Spawards in Orrenogue, and whi- 
ther they had replanted or ftrengthened 
themfelves upon the entrances or elfe- 
where; and if they found any Indians 
there, to fendin the little flyboate or 
‘the Carvill into the river of Dij/jelecke, 
where they fhould nor faileto find Pi- 
lots for Orrenoque, for with our great 
fhips we durft not aproach the Coaft 
we having been all ofus a ground, and 
in danger of leaving our Bands upon 
‘the fhoules before wee recovered 
the Tryangle Iflands as aforefaid; 
~The Biggett Shipp that could En- 
ter the River was the Excounter - 
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who might bebrought to eleven foote 
water uponthe Bar, we could never 
underftand neither by Keymis , who 
was the firft of any Nation thar had 
entered the maine mouth of Orrenoque 
nor by any of the Mafters or Marriners 
of our Fleet, which had traded there 
ten or twelve yeares for Tobaccho:; For 
the Chgdley when fhe came nere the 
Entrance, drawing but twelve foote,

Now whereas fome of my friends 
have been unfatifised why I my, felfe 
had not gone up with the Companies 
I fent, 1 defire hereby to give them 
fatisfaion, that befidesmy want of 
~healthand ftrength, and having not 
recovered my long and darigerous fick 
neffe, but was againe fallen into a Re- 
lapfe, my fhip Stoalde and layd a 
ground at feaventeene foote water , 
7 Leagues ofthe fhore, fo as the Mr, 
gor any ofmy company durft adven- 
ture 
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ture to come neare it, much leffeto fall 
between the fhouleson the fouth fide 
of the Rivers fide, and fands on the

diftant from the place where Axténro 
Berro the firft Governour by me taken 
in my firft difcovery who had attépred 
to plant to meet fometwo Leagues to 
the Weftward of the Mine: They a- 


- greed to land and encamp between the 
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Myne and the Towne, which they did - 
not fufpect to be fo neer them as it was, - 
and meaning to reft themfelves on the 
Rivers fide till the nexe day ; they 
were in the nigh fet vpon and char- 
ged.by the Spaniards, which be- 
ing unlooked for , the Common fort 
of them were fo amazed, as had 
not the Captaines and fome other 
valiant Gentlemen made a Head and 
encouraged the reft, they had all been 
broken and cut in pieces. To.repell this 
force putting themfelves in order, they 
charged the Spaniards; and following 
them upon their retreatthey were rea- 
dy toenter the Town, ere they knew 
where they were, and being then char- 
ged againe by the Governour, and foure 
or five Captaines which lead their 
Companies ; My Sonne hot tarrying 
-formy Musketiers run up in the head 
ofacompany of Pikes, where he was 
firft fhot, and preffing upon a Spanith 
-Captaine called Erzvetta with his

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{word ; Erinetta taking the fmall end 
Of his Musket in hishand ftrucke him 
onthe head with the ftock and feld 
him,whorn againe Fehz Plefington, my 
Sonries Serjeant; thru through with 
his Halbert ; at which time alfo the 
Governour, Diego Palmegque and the 
Teft of the Spanifh Captaines being 
(laine; and their Companies divided, 
they betooke themfelves into a houfe, 
or hold adjoynizg to the market place, 
where they flew and wounded the Eng- 
lith at their pleafure, fo as we had no 
way to faveour felves,; but by, firing 
thofe houfes adjoyning, which done all 
the Spaniards ran into the bordering 
‘Woods, and Hills, keeping the Eng- 
lith ftill waking with perpetual! A-

fort pofleft. Keymis prepared to dif- 
cover the Myne, which at this time he 
was refolved to doe,as appeareth by his 
Letter tome of his owne hand wniting
